the continent., It is winter ‘‘as 
usual’’ after all,though much de- 
layed in arrival, And also, as 
usual, central Alberta is getting 
the best that is going. 

There is a grave note of warn- 
ing in the Monday morning news 
columns. Of the score of peoplo 
who lost their lives in conse- 
quence of the blizzards which 
swept nearly the whole of the 
United States, only half were 
frozen or otherwise perished by 
direct action of the elements. 
The others were burned to death 
in fires caused by ‘‘over-heated”’ 
stoves and furnaces. That is the 
way such occurrences are com- 


monly reported, but it hardly | 


conveys the facts. What is meant 
is that stove pipes were leaky, 
that chimneys had sagged and 
developed cracks, and that here 


| and there somebody left some in- 


flammable material too close to 
the heater when the family re- 
tired for the night. These are the 
usual causes of the fires which 
are attributed to ‘‘over-heated”’ 
stoves, and no doubt account for 
most or all of the casualties 
grouped under that general 
term. The moral is plain. Cold 
weather means hot fires, and hot 
fires may mean death unless the 
heating equipment has been 
overhauled and put in condition 
for operation at full blast.
